Yea, something Is lacking; and it will 
have to be supplied and soon lf we are not 
to find ourselves enmeshed in state regi­ 
mentation with the shirts taken off our 
backs to boot—and they are half off al­ 
ready.

ptly thereon. The evidence produc­ 
ed at the hearing shows that in­ 
stead the wishes of the civilian 
chairman of the Federal Communi­ 
cation* Commission apparently have 
prevailed and that the Judgment of 
the chief of staff of the army and 
the 
commander-ln-chlef 
of 
the 
United States fleet, as well as that 
of Ute secretary of war and th* 
secretary of the navy, have appar­ 
ently not been persuasive. 
The request of the Joint chiefs 
of staff referred to a desire to con­ 
trol the handling of military intel­ 
ligence as it relate# to radio Secre­ 
taries Stimson and Knox in their 
letter, dated February •. IMS, say: 


Atadv Req arete* 


"The secretary of the navy, 
or, September Ii, 1943, request­ 
ed the Joint chiefs of staff to 
st tidy the problem of responsi­ 
bility and security of radio in­ 
telligence. 
The joint chiefs of 
staff* have made a thorough 
and comprehensive study, and 
their re.vponee based on that 
study is attached hereto. Thev, 
as well as the responsible mili­ 
tary commanders in the field, 
are of the belief that radio in­ 
telligence. the location of clan­ 
destine stations, the supervision 
of military communications se­ 
curity 
and 
related 
activities 
must, in their very nature, be 
under the sole control of the 
military force*. Enclosed is a 
copr of a letter from Adm. 
le a by recommending this ac­ 
tion.” 


The letter from Adm. Leahv la 
dated 
February I, 1943 
and la 
signed In behalf of the Joint chiefs 
of auff of the United 8tates Army 
and Navy. The letter stale* that U»# 
FCC Is constantly expanding it 
activities and that this Is a “sub­ 
stantial drain upon available ma­ 
terial and personnel.” 
The state­ 
ment la made that the Information 
obtained by the FCC "through Its 
own radio-intelligence activities is 
not. in th# military sense, secure, 
due to Inherent tendencies toward 
publicity of FCC activities, use of 
non-secure methods of reporting 
and correlation and the necessarily 
close relationship of the FCC mlli- 
tary-tntelligence activity with other 
pt)**e» cf the agency's work.” 
The letter then makes this startl­ 
ing accusation: 


Duplica tion Danger*** 


“Because of the essentia] dif­ 
ferences between military and 
FCC standards and methods. H 
has not been possible to Inte­ 
grate their Information, with 
the result that the attempted 
duplication by the FCC of work 
that Is being^effectlvely done br 
the military has in fact en- 
daigrered the effectiveness and 
security of military radio Intel­ 
ligence. 
“In view of the foregbing It I* 
concluded that the better pro­ 
secution of the war will be serv­ 
ed bv terminating all military 
and quasi-military* radio Intel­ 
ligence activities of the Federal 
Communications C o m m i s aion 
and confining such activities to 
the army and navy,”

But it also lakes a large economic 
machina back home to keep a big 
army in the field and adequately 
equipped Indeed, it is even more 
important that our military ma­ 
chine be well equipped than that 
it be large. If any error in propor­ 
tio n is to be mad*, therefore. It had 
better be made on the side of too 
few rattier than too many fighters 
if those fighters are to be provided 
at the expense of the industrial 
machine.

Powerful Successor* 


Thus the United States and the 
worldsome

again 
about the exploits of aircraft car­ 
riers named the Lexington, York­ 
town and Hornet, powerful new suc­ 
cessors to fighting ships that were 
sunk in the early days of the war 
when America wa* striving desper­ 
ately to check the Japs. 
Japanese propaganda broadcast­ 
ers should have a difficult time tell­ 
ing the world again some day that 
“our powerful fleet has destroyed 
the American aircraft carrier Lex­ 
ington.” 
This is especially true of the “Lex 
because the Jap high command 
on three different occasions claim­ 
ed they sank the ship before sh# 
actually was destroyed in the Battle 
of the Coral Sea in May, 1942. 


New In Bervie* 


Shortly alter the Lexington was 
sunk, Secretary of the Navy Frame 
Knox renamed a earner under cor, 
struction in honor of that vessel 
and the new ship probably is plying 
the Pacific waters in search of the 
Japs. 
The same procedure was followed 
in tile cases of the carriers Home: 
and Yorktown. New ships bearing 
those names should be with the fleet 
or nearly ready to join. 
The name Hornet is particular!' 
abhorrent to the Jap* because it! 
was from her flight deck that Ms; 
Gen. (“Jimmy”) Doolittles intrepid 
Army pilots took off in twin-engin­ 
ed bombers for the first bombing of 
Tokyo in April, 1942. 
That was merely one of many ex­ 
ploits in which the Hornet parti­ 
cipated. Even when sh# finally was 
sunk during the battle of Bant* 
Cruz in October, 1942, her plants 
helped inflict heavy damage on st 
least one enemy battleship, three 
carriers and five cruisers. 
In the Battle of Midway, the old 
Yorktown and her planes helped 
smash a Japanese invasion armada 
of eighty ships. 


"Sunken” Ships Busy

record* of warships like the carrier 
Enteriwi.se. the cruisers Marblehead. 
Boise. San Francisco and other* 
which were damaged in battle and 
which the Jap* believed they had 
sunk, but which returned to the 
buttle line after being repaired.

that al least three of the “destroy 
ed” battleships had returned to th* 
fleet and others undoubtedly have 
been refitted since then.
